London, Oct. 23.—The correspond­ 
ence in regard to the bimetallic pro­ 
posals of the United States monetary 
commission has been issued

On the invitation of the British pre­ 
mier Senator Wolcott explained that 
the object of the mission was to ascer­ 
tain 
in 
advance of an international 
conference the views of the govern­ 
ments, and the envoys had determined 
to ascertain the views of the French, 
British and German governments on 
the question of reaching an interna­ 
tional bimetallic agreement. They had 
been to France, where they reached a 
complete and satisfactory understand­ 
ing with the French government. The 
senator explained that the success of 
the mission depended upon the attitude 
Great Britain would take, and he re­ 
quested Great Britain to agree to open 
the English mints as its contribution 
to the attem pt to restore international 
bimetallism,

As the 
buying for replenishment is partly sat­ 
isfied and diminishes, there is 
some 
decrease in the volume of transactions, 
though at the same time the working 
force has further increased, the wages 
of labor have been in numerous cases 
advanced and the foundation laid more 
broadly every week for larger buying 
and business hereafter. 
“Failures for the week were 224 in 
the United States, against

year, and 36 in Canada against 60 last 
year.” 
Bradstreet’s says: 
“While the general trade movement 
is somewhat irregular and there

Washington, Oct. 23.—Capt. Hooper, 
commander of the Bering Sea patrol 
fleet, who has arrived in W ashington 
to attend the seal conference, said to­ 
day that the reports concerning the 
scarcity of food in the Klondike region 
are not, in his judgment, exaggerated.

Great suffering would

of food. 
Although some of the more 
vigorous among the miners might at­ 
tempt to get away on the ice of the Yu­ 
kon the chances were that a consider­ 
able number of them would perish from 
hunjfer and exposure.

None of the advantages ex­ 
pected would be attained and the coun­ 
try would pass through a critical period 
which would retard its progress for 
years.
